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FOUNDATTOX 

Tlic  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  ]\I()Si:s  Aaron 
13ropsii:.  an  eminent  citizen  ruid  lawyer,  all  his  life  resi- 
dent in  the  City  of  IMiiladelphia.  which  testament  was 
executed  on  September  17.  i(S<;5.  He  directed  "that  there 
be  establi-^hed  and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
a  college  for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the 
Hebrew  and  cognate  languages  and  their  respective  litera- 
tures and  in  the  Kal)binical  learning  and  literature."  He 
also  directed  "that  in  tlie  admission  of  students  there  shall 
be  no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex".  ]\Ir. 
DropsiK  departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter 
was  granted  to  the  College  under  date  of  June  6.  1907 
under  the  style  of  Tjik  DropsiE  Coi^lUGIv  For  Hkhrkw  and 
Cognate  Learning,  this  name  being  selected  l)y  the  Gov- 
ernors as  a  memorial  to  tlie  Founder.  The  Charter  and 
the  accompanying  papers  are  printed  in  full  in  the  Pre- 
liminary Register  for  1909. 
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LOCATION 

The  Governors  have  purchased  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York,  directly  adjacent  to  the  new  Synagogue  of 
the  Mikve  Israel  Congregation  and  to  the  building  of 
the  Gratz  College.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Trustees  of  Gratz  College  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Dropsie  College  temporarily  in  the  building  of  the 
Gratz  College,  at  York  street,  near  Broad,  until  such  time 
as  the  Dropsie  College  shall  have  erected  structures  for 
its  own  use. 


REQUIREMENTS   FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  a  College  or 
University  in  good  standing,  or  show  evidence  of  educa- 
tion equivalent  thereto,  and  must  also  have  a  good  pre- 
liminary knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its  litera- 
ture or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be 
made  in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  offered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 
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DEGREES 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from 
a  reputable  college  or  university  or  must  show  that  he  has 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
bachelor's  degree  is  conferred. 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  French  and 
German  sufficient  for  purposes  of  investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study  and 
research  for  not  less  than  nine  Quarters,  three  of  which 
must  be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

The  studies  pursued  must  consist  of  one  major  or 
principal  subject,  and  two  minor  or  subsidiary  subjects. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  ap- 
proved subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  sub- 
ject, which  gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original 
work,  is  a  contribution  to  human  knowledge,  and  is  ac- 
cepted by  the  faculty. 
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The  candidate  must  pass  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  studies  pursued. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
faithful  study  for  a  prescribed  time,  nor  for  miscellaneous 
studies,  but  on  the  ground  of  long  study  and  high  attain- 
ment in  a  special  branch  of  learning. 

Any  one  of  the  three  principal  departments,  namely, 
Biblical  Studies,  Rabbinical  Studies,  or  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, may  be  taken  as  a  major  subject,  in  which  event 
two  other  studies  must  be  taken  as  minor  subjects,  the 
object  being  that  every  candidate  for  the  doctor's  degree 
shall  pursue  a  general  course,  although  specializing  in  one 
department. 
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FELLOWSHIPS 

Five  Fellowships  have  been  established  by  the  Gov- 
ernors yielding  Five  hundred  dollars  annually  which  will 
be  awarded  under  the   following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  liberal  education,  at  least 
a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  reputable  college  or  university 
or  a  certificate  from  an  institution  of  like  character. 

He  must  show  by  a  thesis,  or  publications,  or  certifi- 
cate from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew 
or  cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  him  by  the  President  or  Pro- 
fessor of  his  Department. 

He  will  be  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special 
studies  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor,  and  to  give 
evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research,  the  delivery  of  a 
lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  wliich  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  faculty. 

The  Fellow  shall  not  accept  other  emj)loyment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will 
be  granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere 
with  his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually 
further  it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 
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The  Fellowship  shall  be  tenable  for  one  year,  and  a 
Fellow  may  be  reappointed,  but  not  for  a  period  exceeding 
three  years. 

Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Presi- 
dent before  ]\Iay  i  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full 
statement  of  the  applicant's  previous  studies,  of  the  special 
subject  he  desires  to  pursue,  and  copies  of  papers  actually 
published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  will  become  operative 
September  i,  of  each  year. 

ACADE:\nC  TERMS 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  a  winter  term 
and  a  summer  term,  and  each  term  into  two  quarters  sep- 
arated by  an  interval  of  two  full  weeks.  The  exact  dates 
of  the  terms  will  be  announced  in  each  register.  The  iu'st 
Quarter  of  the  Winter  Term  1910  will  begin  on  Monday. 
October  31  and  extend  to  December  2^,.  The  second  Quar- 
ter of  the  \\'inter  Term  will  begin  January  9  and  extend  to 
April  7,  191 1. 
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COURSES  OFFERED 

BIBLICAL   DEPARTMEXT— Professor    AIargolis   will 
conduct  the  following  courses : 

The   Book   of   Joshua   in   Greek.      ^Monday  and   Tuesday 
2r4  p.  ni. 

A  study  of  the  textual  condition  of  the  Greek  text. 
The  parallel  chapter  in  Josephus'  Antiquities  and  the 
secondary  versions  (Syriac,  Ethiopic,  Sahidic)  will  be  read 
in  the  class ;  an  opportunity  will  also  be  afforded  for  con- 
sulting the  other  ancient  versions  (Targum.  Peshitta,  Vul- 
gate) and  Eusebius"  Oiiomasticoii.  An  attempt  will  be 
made  to  recover  the  earliest  form  of  the  Greek  version  and 
to  determine  the  Hebrew  text  underlying  it.  The  pro- 
nunciation of  Hebrew  in  pre-masoretic  times  will  be  studied. 
The  course  will  l)e  preceded  by  an  account  of  the  origin  of 
the  Greek  version  and  of  the  history  of  its  textual  trans- 
mission on  the  basis  of  vSwetc's  Introduction  to  the  Old 
Testament  in  Greek. 
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Grammar  of  Biblical  Hebrew  on  a  comparative  and  his- 
torical basis.     Monday  10-12  a.  m. 

This  course  will  be  continued  through  a  number  of 
years  and  comprise  in  the  form  of  lectures  a  sketch  of  the 
history  of  Hebrew  grammar  and  of  the  Hebrew  language ; 
script  and  orthography ;  phonology ;  morphology ;  syntax ; 
rhetoric  and  stylistics;  the  system  of  poetic  and  prose  ac- 
centuation ;  the  metrical  theories.  Scope  will  be  afforded 
for  the  discussion  of  mooted  questions  and  for  research 
along  the  lines  of  such  matter  as  is  imperfectly  handled 
in  the  current  text  books. 


Note —  This  course  will  ultimately  be   followed  by  a 
similar  course  in  Biblical  Aramaic.

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  is  continuing  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  which  had  been  issued  in  England  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years  under  the  editorship  of  ]\Iessrs. 
Israel  Abrahams  and  C.  G.  Montefiore.  This  undertaking 
is  with  a  view'  of  providing  a  medium  for  the  publication 
in  the  English  language  of  articles  and  reviews  in  the 
interest  of  Jewish  literature,  history,  and  religion,  Hebrew 
philology,  and  kindred  subjects.  The  first  number  of  the 
New  Series  appeared  in  July,  1910.  The  Quarterly  is 
edited  by  the  President  of  the  College,  Doctor  AdlER, 
and  the  President  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America,  Doctor  Schechter,  with  the  aid  of  eminent 
scholars. 

It  is  expected  that  other  learned  publications  will  be 
issued  from  time  to  time.
